Easily Understood 


Arriving at Cherbourg on June 29, 
the party departed immediately for 
Paris. Sherrill was thoroughly pleased 
with the fact that she found no dif- 
ficulty in making herself understood 
by the French people. 

After spending a week in_ the 
French capital, the tourists went to 
Italy. The time there was divided 
among Rome, Florence, and Venice. 
Sherrill spoke enthusiastically of the 
Venetian gondolas, especially ‘‘in the 
moonlight’’. 


Visits Lake Lucerne 


Returning north again, thru Swit- 
zerland, they visited Zermatt, a 
small village at the foot of the Mat- 
terhorn. Sherrill expressed her de- 
light in the impressive beauty of the 
Swiss lake country about Lucerne 
and Interlaken. 

The tourists were fortunate in ar- 
riving in Nuremburg, Germany, dur- 
ing the annual festival in honor of 
Alfred Durer, famous German _ar- 
tist. To the Americans this proved 
particularly interesting because of 
the dances by peasants in native cos- 
tume. 


Bicycles in Holland 


“We rode bicycles in Holland”, 
said Sherrill in relating a few of her 
experiences in the picturesque land 
of the wocden shoes. “Everyone in 
Holland rides. In fact,’’ she added, 
“bicycles are so numerous that it is 
teking your life in your hands to 
walk in the streets there. We tried 
walking and decided it would be 
safer to ride.” 

“More than anything else, I was 
expressed by the cleanliness of the 
cities in Germany, Holland, and Bel- 
gium’’, she stated. “‘The streets were 
almost immeculate, such a contrast 
to American cities.” 

A trip to Stratford on Avon, 
where Shakespeare lived and work- 
ed was one feature of the visit in the 
vicinity of London. Two days were 
spent in the home of a friend near 
the famous Kew gardens. 


Kissed Blarney Stone 


Following a trip into Scotland, the 
party crossed the Irish sea to Bel- 
fast, Ireland. An expedition was 
made to the famous Blarney castle 
to kiss the Blarney stone. 

The tour of the British Isles end- 
ed at Liverpool on September 14, 
when the group sailed for Montreal. 

Return to California was delayed 
another month by visits in New York 
city, Boston, Washington D. C., and 
Chicago.
